Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1922. 

Although  the  past  year  has  been  a bad  one  from  a com- 
mercial point  of  view,  I am  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  record 
that  Barnoldswick  has  not  stood  still  in  the  matter  of  improve- 
ments from  a health  standpoint. 

I have  to  record  two  very  important  improvements  which 
are  in  hand,  one  of  which,  when  completed  will  go  a long  way 
towards  helping  to  maintain  the  present  satisfactory  health 
chart  of  the  town. 

The  improvements  are  an  improved  water  supply  and  the 
commencement  of  the  New  Road  from  Barnoldswick  to  Kel- 
brook. 

COATES  AMALGAMATION. 

The  amalgamation  of  Coates  should  prove  to  be  a con- 
siderable advantage  to  both  places.  Coates  already  takes  water 
and  gas  from  us.  It  requires  a sewage  scheme  which  I consider 
we  shall  be  able  to  deal  with  in  a satisfactory  manner.  For  the 
control  of  infectious  diseases  it  is  better  the  two  townships  should 
be  under  one  authority,  the  children  attending  the  same  schools 
and  the  people  being  employed  at  the  same  w^orks.

During  the  year  there  were  outbreaks  of  Whooping  Cough 
and  Measles.  The  former  was  of  a severe  type.  Six  deaths 
were  registered  as  due  to  it. 

The  Measles  were  of  a very  mild  type  and  affected  all  the 
schools  in  the  infants  departments.  The  Church  School  In- 
fants Department  was  closed  for  three  weeks. 

SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  ETC. 

There  is  no  general  professional  nursing  in  the  home 
provided.  In  the  case  of  Measles  the  County  Authority  offer 
to  provide  help  when  it  is  considered  necessary. 

There  is  a dispensary  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis 
provided  by  the  County.  For  Venereal  Disease  there  are  clinics 
provided  by  the  County  at  Leeds,  Bradford  and  Keighley, 
available. 

We  have  a small  fever  hospital  at  Lane  Ends.  There  is 
accommodation  for  twelve  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  It  is  provided 
b^^  the  Local  Authorit\^ 

We  have  no  provision  for  unmarried  mothers. 
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Ambulance  facilities  are  provided  in  : — 

{a)  Infectious  cases. 

(b)  Non  Infectious  cases  and  Accidents. 

LABORATORY  WORK. 

The  Medical  Men  in  the  district  avail  themselves  of  the 
County  Laboratory  which  undertakes  bacteriological  examina- 
tion. 


The  Urban  District  Council  supplies  diphtheria  anti-toxin. 

DISINFECTION  AND  FUMIGATION. 

For  the  purpose  of  disinfection  of  articles  after  cases  of 
infectious  disease  the  Council  possess  a Thresh  Steam  Disin- 
fector, which  is  situated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Rooms  are  fmnigated  by  the  aid  of  formalin  gas  or  spray- 
ed by  the  use  of  a Mackenzie  Sprayer  with  a solution  of  sanitas 
4 to  1.

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SMALL  POX  HOSPITAL. 


The  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Colne  Cor- 
poration whereby  they  ])ay  a retaining  fee  for  three  beds  in  their 
small  pox  hospital.  As  far  as  this  goes  it  is  satisfactory  but 
in  case  of  epidemic  we  might  be  in  a fix.  It  is  high  time  the 
authorities  got  on  with  their  joint  scheme  for  a hospital.  It 
was  in  1919  their  first  meeting  was  held  yet  with  small  pox  in 
the  midst  of  us  there  is  still  wrangling  going  on  as  to  the  most 
suitable  site. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  consists  of 
myself  as  part  time  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a whole  time 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  a qualified  Meat  and  Food  Inspector 
and  a whole  time  Nurse,  Caretaker  and  Wife  at  the  Infectious 
Disease  Hospital.

THE  YEAR  1922. 


To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  Barnoldswick  Urban 
District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  third  Annual  Report  as 
your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

During  the  year  under  review  I made  2583  inspections 
which  is  a slight  increase  over  the  inspections  made  in  the  ‘pre- 
vious year,  although,  I must  confess,  that  the  actual  amount 
of  work  done  during  1921  exceeds  that  for  1922. 

More  energy  has  had  to  be  expended  during  the  past  year 
in  order  to  get  notices  complied  with,  owing  to  the  very  bad 
state  of  trade  in  the  town,  which  means  a consequent  short- 
age of  money  all  round 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  record  that  although  times  have 
not  been  so  good  Barnoldswick  has  not  stood  still  in  the  matter 
of  Public  Health  Improvements,  as  evidenced  by  the  com- 
mencement of  the  new  road  from  Barnoldswick  to  Kelbrook 
and  the  opening  of  the  new  water  works. 

•A  town  that  is  blessed  with  an  abundant  pure  water  supply, 
a sound  sewerage  system  and  good  roads,  to  my  mind,  is  on  the 
right  road  to  prosperity.

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SANITARY  CONVENIENCES. 


The  following  table  shews  the  approximate  number  and 
kind  of  conveniences  existing  within  this  Urban  District. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  pail  closets  con- 
verted into  water  closets  during  the  year  under  review  is  lb. 

There  still  remains  265  to  be  dealt  with.  I have  compiled 
a list  of  all  the  premises  whereon  pail  closets  exist,  together 
with  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  respective  Owners,  and  I 
have  myself  visited  each  convenience  and  with  but  few  excep- 
tions find  that  the  drainage  system  of  the  premises  in  question 
is  within  a few  feet  of  the  pail  closet,  so  that  it  will  be  readily 
seen  conversions  could  be  carried  out  at  a small  cost.  In  a 
large  majority  of  cases  no  structural  alterations  would  be  re- 
quired. 

The  Health  Committee  have  had  the  question  of  the  con- 
version of  these  conveniences  under  consideration  for  some 
considerable  time  with  the  result  that  for  the  present  I 
am  instructed  to  interview  the  Owners  of  properties  whereon 
these  pails  exist  and  use  what  persuasive  powers  I can  with  a 
view  to  obtaining  as  many  conversions  as  possible  in  those 
cases  which  have  received  special  consideration. 
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SANITARY  CONVENIENCES  AT  END  OF  1922. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 


The  number  of  slaughter-houses  on  my  register  is  10, 
namely,  four  registered  • and  six  licenced  premises. 

Numerous  repairs  and  amendments  were  carried  out  at 
Butts  Slaughter-houses  during  the  year,  such  as  the  erection 
of  two  pig  lairs,  lath  and  plastering  of  ceilings,  repairs  to  walls, 
etc. 


The  Bye  Laws  relating  to  these  premises  have  been  duly 
carried  out,  and  on  the  w'hole  the  premises  have  been  kept  in 
a reasonable  clean  state,  thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the 
Local  Butchers  who  have  always  been  willing  to  give  due  con- 
sideration to  any  suggestion  I have  made. 

The  existing  slaughter-house  accommodation  for  the 
town  can  hardly  be  said  to  be  adequate,  and  in  the  case  of  those 
in  Butts,  suitable,  so  that  before  the  town  grows  very  much  more 
the  Council  will  be  faced  with  the  question  of  the  provision  of 
an  Abattoir,  or  in  the  alternative,  sanction  will  have  to  be  given 
for  the  erection  of  more  private  slaughter-houses,  which  to  my 
mind  is  not  advisable. 

I'here  are  now  several  butchers  in  the  towm  who  slaughter 
outside  the  Urban  District,  as  well  as  several  Meat  Hawkers. 
1 have  regularly  inspected  the  meat  sold  by  these  butchers 
by  visiting  the  shop  or  inspecting  the  meat  during  the  course 
of  hawking. 

FOODS. 

You  will  see  from  my  summary  of  inspections  that  I have 
made  83  visits  to  food  shops.  In  one  case  I found  it  necessary 
to  draw  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  attention  to  a quantity 
of  beef  exposed  for  sale  containing  tuberculosis  lesions. 

Of  the  12  samples  of  milk  taken  one  w^as  reported  by  the 
.\nalyst  to  be  deficient  in  natural  fat,  and  the  Purveyor  was 
communicated  with  by  the  Legal  Department,  Wakefield,  on 
the  matter.  All  the  other  samples  were  found  to  be  genuine 
on  analysis.

INSPECTION  OF  DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  no  less  than  68  cowsheds  within  this  Urban 
District,  all  of  which  I visited  during  1922.  In  one  or  two  cases 
I have  been  able  to  persuade  the  Owners  to  make  provision 
for  additional  light  and  ventilation,  but  there  are  several  cases 
outstanding,  where  the  lighting,  water  supply,  drainage,  etc. 
is  unsatisfactory.  These  cases  are  being  dealt  with  and  I hope 
to  get  something  done  during  1923. 
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The  number  of  Cowkeepers,  Milk  Purveyors,  etc.  regis- 
tered is  as  follows  : —

WORKSHOPS. 

The  number  of  workshops  now  on  the  register  is  43  to  which 
I have  made  53  visits.  Generally  speaking  they  were  found 
to  be  in  fairly  good  condition. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

I have  made  36  visits  to  the  17  bakehouses  on  my  register. 
In  a few  cases  I have  had  to  give  verbal  notice  to  limewash, 
provide  window  cords  and  ash  receptacles,  and  my  requests 
have  been  readily  complied  with. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTIONS. 

The  annexed  table  gives  particulars  of  the  number  of 
houses  inspected  under  this  heading. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  valuable  assistance  during  1922  which  has  enabled  me 
to  discharge  my  numerous  duties  expeditiously.
